That part of the 
city has worn a demoralized look for 
many years. Meiggs’ wharf has always 
seemed to stand out like a monument 
of misdirected enterprise. Where the 
far-reaching schemes and ambition of 
Ralston were quenched in the waters 
of the bay has always borne the look of 
premature decay. Now, however, a 
change has come over the scene.

There 
the air is always clear and only the fog 
rolling in from the ocean, has power to 
blot out the outlines of Tamalpais and 
efface Angel Hand and Alcatraz from 
the scene. Many fine new residences 
are going up in this section and when 
the new cable road begins running, 
which will be in a few days, the public 
will awaken to the fact that this is one 
of the choicest places for a home inthe 
city. This newcable road is mainly re- 
markable for one feature—its ability to 
carry a car around a sharp curve. If 
this proves a practical success, the 
number of these roads in the city will

ABOUT COMETS. 


Their Composition, Purpose and Ef- 
fect Upon the Earth. 


Professor Lewis Boss, Director of Dudley Ob- 


servatory, Receives the $200, Prize 
Given by H. H. Warner. 


(Concluded.) 

The facts thus far presented provo 
nothing as to the origin of comets. 
That question demands for its solution 
mathematical reasoning based on the 
calculated paths of all comets which 
have been observed. That discussion 
is beset with great difficulties, and as 
yet points to no absolutely certain con- 
clusion. The, palance of testimony 
seems to favor’ the supposition, that 
comets originate outside the solar sys- 
tem. The planets move in ‘nearly 
circular orbits about the sun; and no 
one has been able to show why comets 
if they have the same origin, should 
move in prolongated orbits, entirely 
differing from those of planets. 

Let us suppose, however, that all 
comets must take their origin in some 
primeval nebula from which a solar 
system has been evolved. It has been 
shown that the velocity of a comet 
may be so much increased by the dis- 
turbing action of a large planet, that it 
may escape from the control of the 
sun, and be projected into the illimit- 


-able regions of space. Thus freed, it 


will go on in a nearly straight line for- 
ever; unless, perchance, some powerful 
source of attraction, like another sun, 
lying near its path, arrests its flight. 
The possibility of such an occurrence 
is by no means imaginary. At least 
one comet [Lexell’s 1770.| is supposed 
with reason to have undergone 
that fate. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that the same thing may have hap- 
pened in other cases. 


STELLAR COMETS. 


All argument drawn from observa- 
tion and reflection prove that the stars 
which surround us on all sides are 
remarkablyelike our own sun. Some 
of them are even larger and more pow- 
erful than he. Reasoning from anal- 
ogy, we must suppose that these suns 
are also attended by comets. Hence, 
we are led to the conclusion that un- 
counted myriads of comets projected 
forth from millions of suns, during 
countless ages past, are now flying 
through space in every direction —rest- 
less messengeis from star to star. By 
mere chance some of these bodies must 
come under the sun’s far-reaching 
power and be drawn into our planctary 
system. 

PHYSICAL HISTORY OF COMETS. 


The mass [quantity of matter] of 
comets is conceded to be very small in 
comparison with that of the earth, 
How small it is, we cannot say. No 
comet has been found large enough to 
exert a sensible attraction upon any 
celestial body found in its vicinity. 
This fact confirms the conclusion de- 
rived from telescopic examination, that 
the real, solid nucleus, if it exists, 
must be extremely small. 

It is certain that no body entirely 
gaseous could existin space. The con- 
ditions for the stability of liquid bodies 
in their practical application to the 
explanation of cometary phenomena, 
are extremely complicated; since they 
are closely associated with the unknown 
elements—mass of the comet, solar 
radiation. and absolute temperature of 
space. It would also be extremely 
difficult to show how a swarm of small 
bodies could be preserved in a state of 
equilibrium, or resist the tremendous 
tidal action to which it would be sub- 
jected-in the vicinity of the sun. In 
fact, we must view the conversion of a 
comet through some unusual catastro- 


phe, into such a swarm, as the sure, 


precusor of approaching dissolution. 
On the whole, it is probable that there 
is asolid or partly liquid body near 
the center of the comet. This body 1s 
more likely to consist of an aggrega- 
tion of loosely cohering pieces or par- 
ticles, than of a single firmly-united

If, now, we suppose the nucleus to 
be approaching the sun, it will event- 
ually reach a point where the liquid or 
other volatile matter on the “sunny” 
side commences to evaporate and be 


diffused about the comet. Without 


following the consequences of this} Ra 


evaporation into details, one can im- 
agine for himself how the appearance 
of central condensation, of the stream- 
ing jets, and of the nucleus heavily ob- 
scured by vapors, might be produced. 

To account for the backward curva- 
ture of the jets and the peculiar form 
and direction of the tail, we must look 
for some additional force. In all 
probability this force resides in the 
sun, and is directly opposite in its 
effects to the power of generation. But 
since the body of the comet obeys the 
law of gravitation with sufficient fidel- 
ity, w2 must find a repulsion which 
sensibly acts only on the molecules of 


gas or vapor. 
THEORY OF FORMATION OF TAILS. 


If, then, we suppose the. sun and 
comets to be sufficiently and similarly 
electrified, we have the force necessary 
to produce the backward curvature of 
the jets, and to drive oft the smallest 
and probably outermost molecules of 
the coma _ to form the tail. Since, ac- 
cording to our hypothesis, very little

HOW COMETS AFFECT THE EARTH. 


The influence of comets upon the 
earth is in all probability quite insig- 
nificant. They may, like the sun, affect 
the earth’s magnetic condition, and 
thus to some extent, ibly, its 
meteorology. No such effect has ever 
been perceived. In spite of some chance 
coincidences between the apparitions of 
great comets and remarkable public 


events, no well informed person now 5 


believes that there is any real connec- 
tion between them. By a liberal and 
credulous interpretation of any fre- 
quently occurring celestial phenomenon 
similar coincidences could be shown. 

When a comet is converted into 
meteoric bodies, which impinge upon 
the earth’s atmosphere, there is some 
direct though probably minute effect. 

Some have thought that a sensible 
portion of the heat which the earth 
receives is generated in this way; but 
the weight of scientific opinion seems 
to be against that hypothesis. The im- 
pact of meteors upon our atmosphere 
must add some matter to it, and this 
is probably in the form of dust. This 
may be the origin of the so-called cos- 
mic dust, which has been collected at 
sea in recent times. The finer particles 
of it may have some influence on cloud 
formations, and other meteorological 

henomena; but all this is merely con- 
jecture. 

A more remote effect may be sought 
in the possible fall of meteors and 
comets upon the surface of the sun. 
Owing to his vast bulk, the sun would 
attract an immense number of these 
bodies; but it is quite certain that 
their effect upon the sun’s heat is in- 
significant. It is now generally ad- 
mitted that we must look for the origin 
of the sun’s heat in a constant, though 
to us, imperceptible shrinkage of his 
vast bulk.
